Kawsas Crry, Nov. 9.—A Jour-, 
nal special from Pittsburg, Kansas 
says: The most dreadful disaster 
in the history of Kansas occurred 
at 5 o’cleck this evening.

Str. Louris, Nov. 9.—A_ special 
from Pittsburg, Kansas to the Re- 
publican. gives the following ac- 
count of the coal-mine explosion 
this evening: terrific explosion 
that broke the windows in this 
little village and spread consterna- 
tion among the inhabitants, oc- 
curred about dusk to-night. The 
violence of the shock was so great 
as to hurl dishes from shelves and 
demolish chimneys, Half an hour 
after the explosion villagers who 
were preparing to go to the mines 
were startled by a ragged bleeding 
man, who almost staggered into 
the arms of the searchers. He suid 
that Shaft No. 2 at Fontenac, a 
mining suburb of this village, had 
been destroyed by an explosion, 
and that all the men in the mine at 
the time, except bimself and a 
Dane, whom he left bleeding at the 
mouth of the pit, were undoubt- 
edly dead. 

Horses were quickly harnessed 


the villagers were hurrying 
through the fierce snow and sleet 
storm which was raging. At the 


mouth of the mine the tremendous 
force of the explosion was appar- 
ent. There were huge seams in 
the earth and the timberg of the 
hoisting apparatus were shivered 
and burned and foul gases were 
escaping. The Dane who had es- 
caped with the man who had 
alarmed the villagers lay in the 
mud with his face covered with 
blood. For a long time it was 
thought that he was dead, but he 
regained. consciousness in a few 
hours, and is now at his home. He 
cannot speak. and does not know 
what caused the explosion. His 
clothes were in ribbons. 

The man who reached this vil- 
lage with the first tidings of the 
disaster, and who accompanied the 
rescuers back to the mine, said that 
the men weré about to quit work 
for the day» when the explosion oc- 
curred. ‘Together with the Dane, 
he:had ridden in acar tothe top 
of the shaft when the earth secmed 
to nny beneath him, and the next 
thing he realized was the splashing 
of snow and water upon his face 
ashe lay with his comrade in the 
wrecking above the mine, ‘There 
were 160 méenin the mine at the 
time of the explosion, and as they 
were at work 112 feet below the 
surface it is believed that not one 
survived the shock, as the explo- 
sion must have destroyed every- 
thing and everybody in the pit. 
Big fires were built near the mouth 
of the pit, and beside these blazing 
piles the wives ef the entombed 
miners placed their children, while 
they themselves tried by ali kinds

The Russian gen- 
vrais and soldiers who have conquered 
Central Asia have shown great bravery, 
bat the railroad engineers who con- 
«tracted the Trans-Caspian Railway did 
an even more important service, for they 
have really opened a continent. Its con- 
struction presented difficulties equal to 
those of any hazardous military campaign. 
Its route runs through ever moving sands 
of a desert, destitute of water wood. 
Three grave questions presented them- 
se! ves to the engineers: How to keep the 
way clear of the unruly sand? Whence 
to get water? And how to get fuel? Six 
nandred and seventy miles of railway 
now in actual operation is a splendid 
answer to all those queries ? 
The danger from ever-moving sand was 
obviated thus: Clay was brought from a 
great distance and spread over sand, sea 
water was brought and sprinkled over 
that uneasy element; at last fences were 
built against sandy winds. ater was 
brought to the railway stations from the 
neighboring mountains by a system of 
pipes, without any pumps. As to fuel, 
«i! from Baku proved to be an excellent 
sabstitute for wood and coal—a substitute 
that has been made in Pennsylvania, 
Considering the great difficulties the 
Trans-Caspian Railway has been pushed 
very rapidly. This is owing in the first 
-place to the unlimited supply of money, 
the Czar's government being its owner. 
:m the second place there never was a 
lack of laborers even in the midst of a 
_ sandy desert, fora number of regiments 
. of sovdiers, especially trained and drilled 
for railway building were always at the 
engineer's command. When this rail- 
rom! is once in good working order, the 
Russian Government will not need to 
erect large fortresses in its Asiatic posses- © 
sions, for in case of need any number of 
xoldiers can be sent there with rapidity. 
New Russia can threaten India more 
effectively than ever before. Besides its 
military significance that railway is very 
important even purely from an economic 
standpoint. Russia annually imports 
cotton (chiefly from the United States) 
valued at 70,000,000 to 80,000,000 roubles 
in gold (from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000). 
Now it is said that a considerable amount 
of cotton will be brought from Central 
Asia. Formerly a ore from Buchara 
to Moscow took about four months, and 
now itis only ten days, Within a short 
time from the opening of the railway for 
private parties, there was transpo by 
tt about 5,000,000 pounds of cotton. It is 
“sm wae that some time in the future 
{ussian manufacturers will stop buying 
our cotton; but we can take some satis- 
faction in the fact that it wasan American 
locomotive that first ran on that railway 
and wakened the wild inhabitants of the 
deserts and oases of Centra] Asia. But to 
return to the journey around the world. 
the Trans-Caspian Road has shortened 
it a good deal, Englishmen now go by it 
to India, and sa¥e about a week over the 
Snez Canal route by water. But the 
greatest shortening oi the journey will be 
made by the completion of the Trans- 
Siberian Road.

The little dry, hard 
pieces and crusts which always accumu- 
wate can be put in a pie-tin in an oven 
that is just hot enough to dry and make 
them a light brown, then roll them fine 
and put away to use in making croguettes, 
frying fish, etc. Even these slightly 
browned crumbs make excellent griddle- 
cakes with the addition of one egg and a 
handful of flour and milk to a batter.

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An Asian California. 


A letter from St. Petersburg in the 
Journal des Debats gives an interesting 
description of the new California, asthe 
new gold mines discovered in the valiey 
of the Djolgute River are called. This 
valley is upon the Chinese bank of tie 
Amoor, opposite the Russian Colony of 
Tgnachino, and as the soil is very marshy, 
and there are no roads, it is only acces- 
sible in winter. Gold was first discovered 
there in May, 1884, and it soon attracted 
a great many adventurers, the earliest 
comers being Russian deserters and es- 
caped convicts from Siberia, and by the 
month of January in last year there was 
a colony of 9000 Russians, the total having 
been very much increased since, while 
there are also about 6000 Chinese and 150 
adventurers of different nationalities, the 
iast named of whom have joined the 
Russians, the organization of the colon 
being altegether Russian. The said 
finders are divided into 722 artels (small 
groups) of workmen, all of whom are ab- 
solutely equal. These artels-elect twelve 
elders(starchina), who do not-work thert- 
selves, but superintend the diggings and 
receive a salary of 200 roubles a month. 
They are selected from among the dealers 
in gold and the tavern keepers, and torm 
a sort of district police corps. They do 
not meet with any interference from the 
Chinese authorities in this remote valley, 
the laws-of which are very simple but 
severe, the penalty of death being inflic- 
ted for cheating at pay for adulterating
